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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Friedman (6,675,353) and further in view of the applicant's choice of specific 
programming instructions stored on the storage device. Initially the applicant should 
note the claim 21 is considered the appropriate apparatus version of the claims in order 
to provide hardware support for the functions to tie it to the specific apparatus. In claim 
9, the only hardware components (the type of components required to define a new 
apparatus) appear to be the storage unit and the processor. The remainder of the 
applicant's desired components appear to focus on what the storage unit is designed to 
store. It appears that the applicant may have intended to claim a computer program 
product with a storage medium comprising the functions of reading, parsing, 
recognizing, etc. 

However, the apparatus is considered taught by Friedman's fig. 3 with its 
processing unit (132) and storage units (144, 146, and 150). Again, the only difference 
is the programming instructions stored on the storage unit and what the instructions are 
designed to do. The specific instructions and their desired functionality is considered a 
choice of design and therefore, since nothing in Friedman's reference prevents those 
specific functions to be stored on the storage units provided, then Friedman's system is 
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also considered to be capable of being designed to store the applicant's functions. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to enable Friedman's system (storage unit and processor) with 
desired features to enable functionality equivalent to the applicant's functions to specific 
functions to be identified, instantiated and evaluated to enable the system to have the 
capability of referencing functions of an executable namespace. 

The dependent claims (12-20) are not considered to provide hardware 
components above and beyond that provided in independent claim 1 1 and therefore, 
are rejected for the same reasons as its parent claim. 

3. Claims 1-10 and 21 are allowed.
